Just to the southeast of the ci ty 
the large barn of Larki n M c C o r ­ 
mack was srattered for fi fty yards. 
The storm seemed 
to change

course here to the northeast,stri ki ng 
the large new barn of Cli nt Rucker, 
tour mi les east of Warrensburg, and 
scattered i t for a mi le. 
The house j 
and wi ndmi ll were also demoli sli ed. | 
From tl'i i s poi nt the storm went

due east, demoli shi ng a large barn 
of Jacob Shoemaker, i n whi ch were 
seven men and several horses. Fi ve 
of the men were i njured, one se­ 
ri ously, and two horses ki lled out­ 
ri ght.
